Fascist Coup Republicans’ Bogey; 


Not First President Oust 
for Same. Reasons

PARIS, June 14.—Seventy-three years ago Louis Napoleon 
was elected: President of France. A year later he was able to 
so exercise his power that he became Emperor Napoleon III. 
Twenty-three years later—after the disastrous war with 
Prussia, the bloody and destructive Commune and internal 
strife which rent the country—the third republic was 


established. 


This republic had a peculiar 


feature. Its President was given 
tremendous powers, such as control 
of the Army and Navy, control of 
the diplomatic corps, the right to 
make treaties, the right to dis- 


miss cabinets and the right—with 
the assent of the Senate—to dis- 
miss Parliament and force new 
elections. Such powers were not 
part of the ideas of the Repub- 
cane, who wanted a supreme 
parliament. The provisions were 
put into the Constitution by the 
monarchists and imperialists, who 
hoped some day to get one of their 
kind into the PresidentiAl chair 
— engineer a coup of restora- 
on. 

Thirty years ago M. Casimir- 
Perier was chosen President. “As 
an offset to anarchy, which had 
assumed dangerous proportions, he 
undertook to assert the powers 
of the Presidency. Parliament 
stood against him and refused to 
co-operate with him. After less 
than a year of struggle he was 
forced to resign. No President 
since, until Miller and—had tried to 


follow his example, 


JEALOUS OF REPUBLIC 

These were the chief circum- 
stances in the background of the 
remarkable oonstitutional strug- 
gle in France which the world has 
been watching for the last few 
weeks with wonderment and not

a little puzziement. Particularly 
in this country, where a President 
remains to the end of his term 
even if a hostile Congress is elect- 
ed in the middle of it, there has 
been a sense of bewilderment over 
the demand of a sudden majority 
for the retirement of the nation’s 
Chief Executive and its impotence 
in the face of it. ä 


But to those who know the his- 
tory of the struggle for a French 
republic, who know how jealously 
the Republicans guard) their her- 
itage and how suspicious they are 
of any endeavor to centralize pow- 
er, there is nothing astonishing 
in what has happened to Miller- 
and. They have been asking for 
three years: Will France turn 
royalist or will she preserve the 
republic? They are now getting 
the answer; that is all. 

Millerand may not have deen 
heading his country toward a mon- 
archy or empire; but he was giv- 
ing control of it tothe great in- 
dustrialtsts and the conservatives. 
Starting out as a radical, he be- 
came the champion ot the policies 
of the steel barons and big bank- 
ers; he sought to gain the sup- 
port of the devout Catholics by 
healing the breach with the 
Vatican. He only succeeded in 
stirring up old controversy and has 
been more fortunate than was 
Casimir-Perier.

tion. The Ministry had to use its 
powers relentlessly to save the de- 
vastated country from the hor- 
rors of another Commune, 

Outside relations were 80 
Britain and Italy had decided 
Germany must be restored and 
were bringing tremendous pres- 
sure on France for modication of 
the reparations terms, 
traded on the weaknesses of the 
home situation and the vacilla- 
tions of the French parties to gain 
modifications. 

To meet these perils to the fu- 
ture of France, Millerand formed 
the national bloc, which elected 
him President four years ago and 
held together as the ruling force 
in Parliament until ghe recent 
overturn in the elections. To form 
this bloc he had to refuse the 
elements which were against 
Communism; and these elements 
were the moderate Republicans, 
the religious fore the conserva- 
tives in general and the industrial 
masters in particular. 


APPROACH TO THE VATICAN 


In order to balk the pro-Ger- 
manism of Lloyd George and Nitti, 
Millerand undertook to make 
peace with the Vatican. As I told 
my readérs at the time, these two 
Premiers seemed bent on the for- 
mation of a non-Catholic combi- 
nation which should take in Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, dominate 
Central Europe and split the Cath- 
ollo peoples. Millerand sent an 
envoy to the Vatican to negotiate 
terms for the resumption of dip- 

matic relations. These had been 

terrupted when the Concordat 
was broken early in the century, 
and the Church was deprived of 
its property and priests, nuns end 
the Papal envoy were driven out 
of France. 

The upshot of this approach 
was a common policy for a time. 
The Pope allowed the Catholics to 
take part in Italian politics and 
the result was the overthrow of 
Nitti! and his pro-British policy. 
The Latin and Catholic delegates 
in the League of Nations united 
and domirated that body,  block- 
ing the schemes of Lloyd George. 
The plans to forgive and restore 
Germany were knocked out and 
France, as the friend of the Vati- 
can, helped to rebuild the Catholic 
States of ‘Hungary, A and 
Bavaria, as well as to strenathen 


Poland. 
Internally, the Nationalist bloc 
smashed the Communist revolu- 


tion, breaking up the powerful 
Central Labor Federation: and, 
finally, in the last Parliament, 
passing the law whereby civilians 
in the necessary public services 
could be put under a military reg- 
ime even in time of peace. 


RISE OF FASCISM 


Thus Millerand undoubtedly 
saved France from internal disor- 
der and saved her reparations pol- 
icy. But he could not control the 
forces he had set in motion. 
policy peace with the Vatican 
was not resented by the people in 
general—but only the extremists 
on the radival side. In fact, there 
would have been no difficulty in 
putting into effect the agreement 
that had been reached, whereby 
the clergy should regain control 
over the religious edifices, and 
church schools would have been 
permitted, had not other factors 
proved uncontroliable.

Feel- 
ing sure that your commission will, 
if possible, offer its assistance as 
it has on occasions in the past, 
the board has passed the following 
resolution’ 

Resolved, that the Board of 
Public Service Commissioners of 
Lés Angeles requests, in the pub- 
lic interest, the State Railroad 
Commission to make such investi- 
gation and review of the condi- 
tions of the Los Angeles municipal 
electric distributing system in re- 
lation to the demands on it for 
electric service as it may deem nec. 
essary, in order to determine the 
amount of bond funds required by 
the Bureau of Power and Light, 
to bring the system up to proper 
capacity and condition to meet all 
present demands, and to provide 
extensions and betterments to meet 
increases in demands during a 
three-year period. It being under- 
stood, in determining such amount 
of bond funds, that due regard 
should be given to the economic 
and efficient operation and adapt- 
ability of the system to future en- 
largements and extensions, and the 
rendering of prompt and effective 
service to all consumers; that the

Incidentally, in scanning the news 
columns for radio news he is ab- 
sorbing a large amount of cultur- 
al information on other subjecta 

usty. he devoured only the 
comic sections and left the rest of 
the newspaper practically un- 


ecme within the range of the great

It is an instrument not only of en- 
tertainment, but of self-education 
and culture.” 

Prelimin reports now being 
received by the A.M.E.8., Mr. Ryp- 
tinski declared, would indicate that 
no longer does the idea that radio 
la an “indoor sport” prevail among 
the vast army of radio fans. “As 
a matter cf fact,” continued Mr. 
Rypinski, “no service now in the 
home fs of a more flexible charac- 
ter than radio. No one thinks of 
p'ucking out the telephone from 
ite fixed placed in the home; your 
etectric lights are fixed in their 
sockets: your planc is too heavy to 
be lugged around with you.

Radio, asserted Mr. Rypinski. 
has ceased to be a “stunt:" ft has 
now become a service. “In the old 
days the zest of radio reception 
consisted largely in the fun of list- 
ine as many stations as possible. 
The radio enthusiast was more apt 
to say. 1 got San Francisco last 
right” than to take pleasure in the 
fact that he heard a good concert 
from a near-by station, or a vivid 
de«cription of a boxing match 
broadcast from his own city. To- 
day radio is valued for what it 
gives. The intelligent radio fan thie 
summer wi! not strive so much for 
distance. He wil! determine the 
type and character of the program 
he wants and tune in on the near- 
est station that will bring him the 
entertainment or service that ts 
nearest his heart.” 

Foremost among the factors that 
have helped to eliminate the tra- 
ditional radio summertime slump, 
according to Mr. Rypinski, is the 
imminence of a stirring Presidential 
fear. paign, which this year prom- 
ses to be fought out in the air.

EDUCATES YOUTH 

Every well-organized Boy 
Scout troop in the country has 
now its own radio signaling out- 
fit. and the interests and activ- 
ities of this important movement 
everywhere are being linked in an 
effective whole through the agency 
of the new art of communication. 
Through radio hundreds of thous- 
ands of potential defenders of the 
nation are being trained. 

“From an educational stand- 
point, it is clear that nothing 
could have served so to quicken 
the boy’s interest in physical and 
mechanical studies as has radio. 
His absorbing interest in the sub- 
ject has taught him the faculty of 
concentration in his other studies. 

“But the gain is not all one- 
sided. The youth of the nation 
perhaps have done as much for 
radio as the art has done for 
them. For the fact remains that it 
was the boy who first ‘sold’ the 
idea of radio to the entire fam- 
ity. It ie the boy who keeps the 
older folks informed of develop- 
ments in the radio art: it is the 
boy who metros very largely 
the type and e eter of radio 
equipment which the family shall 
buy; and it is the boy. who this 
summer is making radio a year- 
round necessity rather than a 
seasonal luxury.” 


Signals Through 
Bad Static Area 
Lose No Clarity 


Radio signals that cannot >be 
heard in point-to-point communi- 
cation in a section where there is 
@ great deal of static pass through 
the disturbed area with great ease 
and are picked up by outside sta- 
tions without any trouble. Radio 
men, especially ship operators, 
have known this for many years, 
However, it has seldom been dem- 
onstrated on so large a scale as it 
wes during the Pan-American 
amateur radio tests of the Ameri- 
can Radio Relay League and the 
Revista Telegrafica. While ama- 
teurs in North and South America 
could Wear each other transmit- 
ting, operators in the Central 
A countries had great diffi- 
hearing either continent. 

The mere question of distance 
is not as much of a handicap to 
amateurs operating on short wave 
lengths as static, the enemy of all 
kinds of radio communi! n. 
Probably Norman R. Wolble of 
Collmgswood, N. J., and Carlos 
Bragg:o of Bernal, Argentina, the 
amateurs who first communicated 
between the two continents, heard 
one another with greater reliabil- 
ity over thousands of miles than 
the operators on two near-by ships 
in the Gulf of Mexico, where each 


letter often must be repeated 
many times. 

During these Latin-American 
amateur tests signals passed 
through the worst static belt in 
the world, apparently. without 
losing any of their strength or

A NEW MURAL 

Conrad Buff has just completed 
a mural] ‘or the new William Penn 
Hotel at Whittier. It represents a 
typical California bay, whose dis- 
tant shores, rocky and precipitous, 
are bathed in the late afternoon 
sunshine. In the dark and shad- 
owy foreground, an old-fashioned 

vessel is beginning to cast 
anchor, while the upper part of 
the painting is decoratively ar- 
ranged with sycamore leaves, fall- 
ing down from some hidden tree, 
through whose dark masses one 
can just glimpse the delicate eve- 
ning sky. This mural typifies the 
spirit of adventure which led to 
the early discoveries along the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

The painting was especially 
signed for a large space above 2 
fireplace in the lobby of the hotel. 
Since Mr. Buff also sup the 
decorating of the room, he was 
able to harmonize walls and mural, 
so that the completed result is 
what a mural should be; namely 
a decorative painting which bears 
a close relation to the architec- 
ture of the room.

For the past year 


California shows an increase in industrial acct- 


dents, but it is the smallest increase of any State but one covered in 
an investigation just completed by the American Association for Labor 


nonindustrial State. 

The increase in industrial acci- 
dents by States, as given in this 
report, is: California, 13.3 
cent; Georgia, 19.1; Llinois, 
Indiana, 42.1; Kansas, 32.6; 
tucky, 28.9; Maryland, 22.5; 
sachusetfs, 26.9; Minnesota, 
Montana, 52.2: Nebraska, 16.1; 
New Jersey, 56.6; New York, 13.4; 
North Dakota, 39; Ohio, 38.1; Ore- 
gon, 38.2; Pennsylvania, 37; 
Rhode Island, 26.7; South Dakota, 
5.8; Utah, 63.1; Washington, 20.4; 
Wisconrin, 27.4. Figures for Calli- 
fornia, North Dakota and Ohio are 
based on claims, those for New 
York on awards, and the others 
on reported accidents. In New 
York the years of 1920 and 1923 
were compared. 

The average increase was found 
to be 30 per cent, while the Cali- 
fornia increase is 13.3.

Brake Inspection Movement, a 
country-wide campaign designed to

partments. Brake-test areas could 
be established near the fire engine 
companies and a couple of men 
placed on detail. The manner of 
making the test is as follows: 

Two white lines three inches 
broad should be painted on the 
street pavement with thirty-seven 
feet between.

At the first white line the driver 
applies the brakes to the Umit of 
their capacity. 

If the car stops before the sec- 
ond white line is passed the brakes 
are efficient.

Balloon Tires 


Almost as Good

eler that has ever been invented, in 
my opinion. -In mud, sand or 
rough going the big tires are a 
tremendous improvement over the 
former types. I would not go 
back to the other type under any 


consideration. 

“They came through showing 
surprisingly little wear for the 
trip. They had been driven some- 
thing like 1000 miles before we 
started, so that they showed some- 
thing over 4500 mileg on our ar- 
rival here, yet the treads showed 

ly any indication of wear. 

“We found that to get the best 
results from the balloon tires one 
has to keep careful watch regard- 
ing their inflation. We discovered 
that a difference of even four 
pounds in the amount of alr car- 
ried in the tires was noticeable in 
riding comfort and performance. 
It is an easy matter with the new 
low-pressure gauges to keep them 
accurately inflated. 

“The Wille car itself ed 
beautifully, and gave us not the 
slightest trouble on the = 
trip, though there were 
stretches of Missouri mud t 
were enough to test any car.”

LIKE THE SQUEEZE 
PLAY? 


‘The squeeze play is simply a hit- 
and-run play that is undertaken 
with a man on third base. It is a 
very hazardous play advocated by 
some managers and totally disap- 
proved of by others. The success 
or failure of the play rests almost 
entirely with the hitter. The run- 
ner can co-operate to a certain ex- 
tent, by starting at the proper mo- 
not so soon as to give the 
play away and afford the pitcher a 
chance to waste the ball, or not too 
late, so even if the batter does hit 
the ball he may be thrown out at 
the plate. Only batters who have 
absolute confidence in themselves 
and their ability te connect with 
the ball when the runner comes 
— =m in should be allowed to 
try this play. It is a risky play and 
I think should be undertaken only 
in the latter stages of a close 
game, when runs are hard to get 
and the gamble of all or nothing 
warrants the attempt. 

DO YOU THINK GOLF 
YOUR PLAYING? 
I have played golf for the past 

ten years, but more or less inter- 

mittently, and as far as that game 
goes am only a fair golfer. But at 
no time have I ever entertained 
the idea that it in any way hurt 

my beil playing.

But 
the moral or mental mischief is fully as 
serious.”

Turkish W omen 


OLLOWING is from an article by Mrs. 
Kenneth Brown, in an eastern maga- 
zine: 
“To come to polygamy, which to many of 
us seems the worst thing about the Turks, 
even that has its redeeming features. There 
are about our marriage customs certain 
things that seem to the Turks extremely re 
volting, and these polygamy tends to de 
crease. 
“The moment that a Turkish woman re- 
ceives ‘Allah’s blessing,’ as she calls it 
that is to say, when she knows that a child 
is coming to her—she tells her husband, 
and after that he may no more cross her 
threshold without her permission. This 
state of affairs lasts not only before the birth 
of the child but also during the time she is 
nursing. It is the supreme and exultant 
idea of motherhood which probably gave 
birth to polygamy, and gradually, like many 
other things in life, it was abused by men, 
“Yet the idea of the greutness of mother- 
hood is as strong among the men as among 
the women of that race. It is considered 


almost criminal for a Tur’ to have several 


children in a comparatively short time by 
e same wife, unless it is her express de- 

e to have children. Ard in Constantino- 
ple, although the poor of other nationalties 
have large families, it ig rare to find a 
Turk whose children are born closer to- 
gether than three or four years. Perhaps 
this is one of the reasons that while one 
sees the streets filled with the children of 
“Christians; and of Jews, half-starved and 
half-clothed, the children of the Turks walk 
proudly by, well-nourished, strong and de 
cently clothed, Even those who hate the 
Turks cannot say that they see Turkish 
children on whose pallid faces is written 
evidences of the brutality of the father, or 
of the .curse of the mother. They are 
healthy and strong; for the mother has 
been given the chance to give them 
strength from her strength, and the father, 


even though he be a simple porter, has not 


more children than he can support. 

“Again there are no Turkish children 
whose delicate shoulders have to bear the 
shame of their birth. Such a word as ille 
sitimate does not exist among the Turks. 
Whatever else it may lack, a child at least 
has a father as well as a mother. A man’s 
child is his, and its mother is entitled to 
consideration and to that of the world 
d aman who gives a child to a woman 

must provide for her and mest give his 
name to her baby. 

“I do not say that suca laws have not 
their own dark side, but having had the op- 
portunity to see, side by side, the lives of 
the women of the poor classes of Turks, 
Christians and Jews, I can say that there is 
no question but that of the three the Turk- 
ish woman is best protected, most respect- 
ed, and has the most rights. What greater 
proof of this is there than that among the 
Turks it is the woman, and not the man, 
who decides how many children she shall 
have? Their saying is: ‘Let the child be 
a gift to the mother, not a curse. How 
often the reverse is true among the more 
‘civilized’ nations, and children are a curse 
io mothers—a curse which not few of them 
have learned to avoid. 

“When a man can support several wives 
us befits their station, he may do so with 
the sanction of the law and of public 
opinion. These wives often live under the 
same roof, each usually having a floor to 
herself. But if they are unable to get along 
together in harmony they live in separate 
houses, and often in different towns, There 
are rich men who maintatn establishments 
in Stamboul, in Taksim, on the Bosporus, 
und on the islands in the Sea of Marmiora, 
In one case I knew of a bey who was sent

women. 

“As mothers, Turkish women must still 
be awarded first place, in spite of the de- 
terior ation that has set in. They are with 
they children constantly. They share their 
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games and their lives as the women of no 
other race do. One day a Turkish woman 
one who spoke French and German perfect- 
ly, read much of their literature, and had 
many friends among European women— 
said to me: ‘You European women are the 
most wicked and unscrupulous mothers. 
You consider it beneath you to sit in the 
same room with your servants and to talk 
with them, but to these same servants you 
intrust the care of your children.”

We therefore herewith present a half-dozen 
reasons why the Division of Subtropical 
Horticulture should be transferred to South- 
ern California. There are persons of in- 
fluence who could help this transfer mater 
ally by writing to the university and giving 

their reasons why such a move is advisable. 
Deu now. Here is the care for the charge 
in a nutshell: . 

1. The subtropical horticultural industry 
of the State is located primarily in South- 


ern California. Thus is true of the import-. 


ant citrus industry, walnuts, avocados, 
dates, feijoas, cherimoyas, and the minor sub- 
tropicals, and largely true for the olive. The 
only fruits of which it is not altogether true 
. are the fig and the persimmon, yet both are 
of considerable importance in Southern Call- 
fornia. 


2. Berkeley is clearly not the place for 


the location of the division since none of 
the fruits with which the division deals ex- 
ist in important commercial plantings clos- 
er than 150 miles of that place, and the cen- 
ter of the subtropical fruit industry is more 
than 400 miles away. 

3. Although headed by the two leading 
professional men in subtropical horticulture 
in the Jnited States, the division at Berke- 
ley has been far from successful, largely for 
the reasons above indicated. It is impossible

It has been said that, bird for bird, the 


quality of flocks in the Southwest stands 
high, but the care and management of pri- 
vate flocks is often faulty, leading to fail- 
ure or an indifferent success. There are 
numbers of small fiocks that prove un- 
profitable for want of intelligent care. Usu- 
ally these are of standard quality, but, ex- 
isting under wrong conditions, they fail to 
give good performances in either crops of 
hen-fruit or a good carcass. The reasons 
may be one of many, such as poorly con- 
structed poultry houses and limited 
yard space, unwholesome feeds and 
bad feeding methods, a filthy and unsani- 
tary environment; too much coddling, and 
lack of due regard for gentle treatment 
when in the presence of the flock. 


A good poultry house does not mean an 
expensive one; any simple structure that is 
draught-proof, water-proof and well ven- 
tilated will serve the purpose. For the 
smaller breeds (Leghorns, Campines, etc.) 
allow about four square feet per bird, and 
for the larger breeds (Orpingtons.

With a family flock, the matter of feeding 
is more or less elastic, as much of the table 
leavings enter into the ration. The beset- 
ting sin of many backlotters is to feed ir- 
regularly and altogether oo much, result- 
ing in over-fat hens, which retards active 
¢ _ laying. The kitchen leavings, vegetables 
waste, bits of bread and meat, had better 
be cooked up and thoroughly mixed with the 
mash food; feed only what they will eat 
up clean in twenty-five to thirty minutes. 
The same applies to the allowance of green 
stuff. The grain mixture should be fed in 
the litter or scratching materials, so as to 
cause the birds to work for it. In the hand- 
ling of a family flock, many give the mash 
ration in the morning; the green feed at 
midday, and the grain ration at night. Be 
sure that all the ingredients are wholesome; 
the presence of any taint in any one is 
quite sure to lead to trouble. All vessels 
and drinking fountains should always be 
clean and sanitary. Unlike feeding stuffs, 
there should always be available an ample 
supply of pure water, particularly during the 
hot days of summer. ; 
Disease and lice and mites have no place 
in a successful flock, be it large or small.

The Care of 

Other things being equal, newly-harvest- 
ed hen-fruit is one of the most perfect 
foods in the worla. From the moment it is 
laid by a healthy hen in a clean and sani- 
tary environment it is subject to deleterious 
influences. The hen is in no way respon- 
sible for these, but her owner is. Dirt, heat, 
excessive dryness or a damp environment 
are all inimical to quality in fresh eggs. 
Dirt disfigures the shell and so lessens its 
value to Buyers; it also contacts mold, 
zerms and injurioug bacteria which break 
down quality and nutritive value and viti- 
ate flavor. Hence the importance of plac- 
ing eggs in a cool, dry pure atmosphere, 
and of gathering and marketing them often, 
or of cold-storaging them, which is only 
another way of maintaining their quality. 
To eat hen-fruit at its best is to do so 
when it is yet very young from the nest. 
When eggs are subjected to damp and 
moisture, the albuminous protective cover- 
ing disolves, admitting decomposing bacte- 


causes rapid spoilage. Heat tends to break 
down the “whites,” rendering the egg 
“weak” and watery; on the yolks the effect 
is to make them dark and “heavy.” Eggs of 
this character are graded as “bakers,” which 
command reduced prices. An excessively 
dry admosphere causes rapid evaporation, 
or “shrunken” eggs. A careful considera- 
tion of these premises will suggest their 
own remedies. Clean nests protected from 
the sun and wind, healthy laying hens and 
wholesome feeding are the fundamental 
things to provide for good performance 
flocks. When the industrious hen has func- 
tioned and delivered her product, it is “up 
to” her owners to take the necessary meas- 
ures that will insure a good to the 
poultryman and fine eating quality to the 
ultimate consumer.

ROSPECTIVE poultrymen should never 

be misled by unscrupulous promoters 
who hold up bright promises of sure suc 
cess under this or that or the other scheme. 
While it ig true that many poultrymen have 
acquired a competence, it should also be 
remembered that a far greater number have 
fallen by the wayside. The cause for y 
failures, to be sure, is lack of business per- 


spective at the outset, for poultry raising 


is a business like any other occupation or 
prefession and requires the same applica- 
tion and business sense. Too few persons 
who embark in poultry raising occupation 
fully realize either the kind of careful at- 
tention or the great amount of work re- 
quired to successfully conduct it. All too 
many, it is sure, find out that it involves 


more drudgery than was bargained for. To 


those who are willing to apply themselves 
industriously, and with earnest attention to 
business details, however, this occupation, 
intelligently conducted, affords the satis 
faction of ample profits realized from 


_ healthful outdoor work. 


The “woods are full” of schemes for sep- 


arating the unwary from their money and 


it would be well for those who are inclined 
to hastily embark in the poultry business 


solely on the advice of some eloquent land- 


selling promoter to interview a few real 
poultrymen and get some real first-hand in- 
formation before investing too much capi- 
tal. Beginners are sometimes prone to 


rush into the business on the basis of a 


possible ins id of a probable income, mak- 
ing a big initial investment and expecting 
corresponding returns, but at the end of a 
year they realize that the best way for a 
novice to operate is on an actual income 
and outgo basis. This perhaps explains 


why those starting in with very limited 


capital and under compulsion to make ev- 
ery cent count, so often succeed, as such 
poultrymen are forced from the beginning 
to feel their way, instead of plunging. If 
success comes to the beginner with a small 
flock, the flock can easily be increased un- 
tél it reaches the desired size. When the 
poultryman gets beyond one-man flock busi- 
ness, however, the trained hired help prob- 
lem presents itself, and this in itself is no 
small problem, as competent help for this 
work is not easy to obtain. In a one-man 
flock, the owner generally does all the 
work, and he generally exercises greater 
care than a hired man would take with a 
second unit of the same size. Consequent- 
ly, the larger the flock, the greater the haz- 
ards and the possibility of reduced net 
profit per hen. 

The successful poultryman must have 
perseverance as well as enough capital to 
carry him over the rough spots; he must 
be n good bookkeeper, must understand 

and feeding methods, must know how 
to cull out unprofitable producers, must pos- 
sess executive ability, and, in addition, should 
be a good salesman, No, poultry raising 
isn’t the ridiculously soft snap the promo- 
tion company salesmen sometimes make 
it out to be.

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STOCK PLAGUE CONTROL TEST OF 
“ORDERLY MARKETING” THEORIES 


BY A. L. SPELLMEYVER 


E necessities imposed by foot-and- 

mouth disease have been responsible 

for a great experiment in applied order- 
ly marketing, with control of the live stock 
supply. 

To understand the situation, let us re- 
view what is already history. First came 
the San Francisco Bay outbreak, rumored 
to have started from ship garbage fed to 
hogs. The next outbreak was in Merced 
county, the distribution being variously at- 
tributed to cattle buyers, sea gulls, and 
peddier buyers. In the latter part of March, 
several loads of live stock were shipped 
into Los Angeles county from the Merced 
district, and part of this stock was sent to 
various packing-houses ey the local 
stockyards. The cattle of this shipment 
first slaughtered did not show disease, but 
a few days later it was found. Forced 
slaughter of all live stock in local feed yards 
and packer corrals followed, with a closing 
period for disinfection for all packing- 
houses and stockyards. On Easter Sunday, 
the yards resumed operation and the follow- 


came full control of the situation by Fed- 
eral authority, and the formation of a com- 
mittee to handle all incoming live stock 
through a special permit system. Now, 
fortunately, the disease seems to be well 
under control. 

A variety of marketing theories having 
been expounded by individuals and organi- 
zations in the hunt for some remedy for 
agrarian ills, there has been a majority 
agreement that low prices of farm products 
have been due to surplus production. Most 
of the advocated panaceas have involved 
plans either to dispose of this surplus or to 
regulate it by orderly markeing, while oth- 
ers have contended that production must 
be cut to demand. 

But as applied to a staple food of a great 
city supply, there had never before been 
an authorized control, and it is just this 
that resulted from the foot-and-mouth out- 
break. To control incoming live stock it 
was to control the channels of 
supply and its volume, since regulations

CONTROL OF CITRUS RED SPIDER 
WORTHY OF SERIOUS ATTENTION 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD, Assistant Farm Adviser, Los Angeles County 


ITH the arrival of the summer 

months, the citrus red spider has 

put in its appearance and unless con- 
trol measures or climatic conditions inter- 
fere, damage can be expected in some or- 
chards. 

The damage that can be done by the cit- 
rus red spider ig not realized as it should 
be. The effects on the fruit are different 
from those of most pests in that the spider 
does not mar the fruit's appearance to any 
great extent and that consequently the in- 
jurious effect is overlooked. The activi- 
ties of red spiders on citrus trees produce 
a mottled condition on the leaves and 
This is in the form of granulated 
mottling as the spiders become more nu- 
merous and the extent of the feeding in- 
creases until the leaves become quite yel- 
low. In severe cases leaves drop, and in 
some instances the branches die back. Con- 
siderable dropping of fruit also takes place. 

Where the trees have been weakened 
from insufficient soil moisture or other 
causes, the effects of the red spiders are 
even greater. Orchards have been ob- 
served where trees have been practically 
denuded because of insufficient soil mois- 
ture and severe infestation of spiders. The 
spider is therefore a pest which must be 
given serious consideration. 

There has been considerable difference 
of opinion among growers as to whether 
control measures really pay. There are 
some growers, and successful growers too, 


who believe that it is better to practice no :

control measures whatsoever. Their con- 
tention is that the use of spray materials 
kills off the natural parasites which would 
ordinarily serve to control the spider 
There are others who believe that spray- 
ing does pay in that it checks the activity 
of the spiders before they have an opportu- 
nity to do any severe damage. Where tests“ 
have been conducted and observations made 
as to after effects, it appears that spray- 
ing does pay where the work is done be 
fore the injury actually takes place. 4 

Although it is not always possible to 
practice a control which will serve to keep 
the spiders down throughout the remain- 
der of the season, yet the prevention of 
their activity during the spring and sum- 
mer months when the trees are in active 
growth accomplishes much toward produc- 
ing a good crop of fruit of high quality and 
maintaining the trees in a healthy condi- 


It is no doubt true that some of the poor 
results secured in previous control work 
have been due to the methods used. Two 
standard methods have been followed in 
the past for this work. One is with the 
use of sulphur dust, and the other applica- 
tion of lime sulphur. The dust generally 
proved unsatisfactory on account of climat- 
ic conditiong not always being suitable at 
the time of application. The liquid lime 
sulphur proved fairly satisfactory, but 
there always seemed to be a few spiders

| camouflage removed. The incoming live 


stock is a matter of record, the packers’ 
coolers can contain so much and no more; 
there is somewhere a record of all carcass 
meat shipped into the city, the bulk flow 
coming for ante-mortem inspection through 
one point. The only thing not known is 
how much of the various kinds of meat 
people are eating and that will soon be 
showing itself. Packers’ prices show up as 
do retailers’ prices for the entire operation 
from the producer to the consumer; re 
serves and hidden supplies are eliminated. 

In this war on the foot-and-mouth disease 
we can, if we will, analyze the situation 
without confusion, and whatever results 
come will be both instructive and helpful 
to the live-stock industry. 


THE MEAT DEMAND 


The meat demand of Los Angeles last 
year approximated 5000 cattle, 2000 calves, 
10,000 hogs and 9000 lambs and sheep each 
week. The ration had been increasing 20 
per cent each year, so it was probably that 
much greater when the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease first appeared. Then came the people 
who cut down on meat, and the new ship 
ments of carcass beef and lamb, from vari- 


ous plants from Kansas City and Texas to 


Spokane. The plants at San Diego, Ana- 
heim, San Francisco and other points near 
by did an increased and lucrative trade, 


while the Los Angeles plants were closed. 


The volume of demand was therefore dif- 
ficult for any committee to gauge, and the 
oversupply that arrived around the first of 
May could not be foreseen. The shortage 
that had prevailed the week before was 


-| misleading. 


In two weeks, owing to a few thousand 
difference in cattle numbers arriving, there 
was on some grades of cattle and calves a 
variation of 310 to $36 per head. In the 


first week of shortage some cattle brought 


almost double what some identical grades 
sold for the next week. 


Logically there are certain primary ele 
ments affecting the live stock and Neue 
industries. There is orderly marketing, 
which means a supply regulated to estab 
lished limits and time of demand. There 
is a one steady single stream flow, which 
means the absence of unknown supply from 
another channel. There is the price the 
packers can get for the meat affecting the 
price they can pay to the producer, and 
there is the price the retailers will charge 
that will affect the volume of meat bought 
by the consumer. 

Regulation cf supply seems to me to be @ 
necessity, especially in this city where a 50 
per cent cattle volume has been supplied for 
the last eighteen months, through stockyards 
open market sale. Direct shipments te 
packers on their order regulate themselves. 
Issuance of specific limited numbers, of 
shipping point, dated permits, if handled 


with intelligence and impartiality, and com- 


bined with g strict survey of needs should 
be the essence of orderly marketing. A 
one-stream supply was established through 
the necessity of inspection and car han- 
dling. The direct shipments to many pack- 
ers flow through the stockyards for the 
protection of sanitary handling it gives in 
case disease were to be found before the 
stock reached the packing plant. The 
shorter the time between ante-mortem in- 
spection and slaughter, the safer is the 
packer. 

The short forty-eight- hour period allows 
but half of that time in yards if slaughter 
is to take place in the required limit, and 
it makes quick sale imperative. In fact, 
the commission men were required by the 
stockyards company to sign papers author- 
izing an exchange committee to sell or 
have slaughtered on consignment any stock 
unsold after a stated period in the yards.

THEORY AND FACT 


The difference between a theory and an 
applied fact is illustrated in the difficulty 
in approximating demand with supply by 
a committee in full authority that handles 
live stock on specific permit. If supply is 
short, prices soar; if surplus exists, prices 
drop. Already it has been proven that live 
stock prices depend upon supply volume, 
but many other things will probably be 
proven out before the thirty, or ninety or 
nine hundred days pass that it will take te 
control live-stock volume to Los Anveles.

BLACK-EYES PROMISING 
RAMONA.—Owners of the Eagle and 
Monticito ranches, two of the larger hold- 
ings of the Santa Maria Valley of San 
Diego county, say that the experimental 
planting of black-eye beans was s0 stc- 
cessful last year that they will plant in- 


creased acreages this year. J. W. Brooks, 


who is the manager of the Eagle Ranch, 
says that the 100 acreg plarted to beans, 


last year yielded thirty sacks of barley to the 


acre this year compared with a yield of 
fifteen sacks an acre year before last, the 
planting of the beans having improved the 
soil to this extent. The planting is being 
watched with great interest by the hay and 
grain farmers of the valley. A total of 
150 acres will be planted this year, the 
ranchers say. 


— — 


SITUATION SERIOUS 


SANTA BARBARA.—That the lima bean 
situation this year presents a serious prob- 
lem is the opinion recently expressed by 
officials of the Goleta Lima Bean Growers’ 
Association. Secretary W. E. Lingard of 
the organization says that the Goleta Dis- 
trict, which usually produces 40,000 sacks of 
lima beans, will have hardly 500 sacks this 
year. The situation is the same, he says, 
from Naples, in the western end of Goleta 
Valley, all the way to San Diego. Only 
one car of lima beans remains in the Goleta 
warehouse and the officials propose to keep 
this for seed beans for next year. The 
slump in the crop is due to the drought. 
Farm Adviser D. T. Batchelder does not 
believe that the growers will get back 
even the amount of beans they put in for 
seed this year. Where growers can irri- 
gate their lands, however, the crop is ex- 
pected to be large and the returns unusual- 
ly large. 


WAR ON MEALY BUG 
CARPINTERIA.—War on citrus 
bug in Carpinteria Valley definitely started 
June 1 with the initial distribution of lady 
bugs from the county insectary here. From 
now on there will be repeated releases 
from the insectary, it is announced, with 
the prospect that lemon groves will be 
“cleaned up” as they have not been for a 
long time, Walnut orchards are being 
sprayed for codling moth, which, according 
to Eugene S. Kellogg, County Horticultural 
Commissioner, bids fair to become serious 
in its attack on the walnut trees of the 
valley thig year. Last year, by consistent 
campaigning against the codling moth, its 
ravages were materially reduced, but a 
recent inspection of the orchards showed 
that the pest is becoming general again. 
It is believed, however, that the spraying 
campaign now underway will result in 
checking the activity of the pest. 


POULTRY INDUSTRY SOUND 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)\—Two strong poultry 
associations now are in existence in Mari- 
copa county. The Maricopa County Poultry 
Association, a breeders’ organization, holds 
an annual show and also exhibits at the Art- 
zona State Fair. It is believed to have done 
much toward raising the standard of the 
business within the State. There also is 
the Arizona Poultry Producers, with a mem- 
bership of 130, handling the product of 
53,000 hens. In a recent egg-laying contest, 
supervised by the University of Arizona, 120 
birds averaged 75.7 per cent production for 
a month Bach bird, on the average, pro- 
duces 22.7 eggs in thirty days. Two hens 
tied for high scores of 29 eggs. 


FIGHTING GRASSHOPPERS 


LANCASTER.—<Antelope Valley farmers 
are initiating active measures for the con- 
trol of grasshopper migrations which are 
commencing this season. At two recent 
meetings held at @aj Sur and Fairmont, in 
co-operation with the Los Angeles County 
Agricultural Extension Service and the 
County Horticultural Commissioner's office, 
control measures and plans for the cam- 
paign were discussed. Special 300-foot bar- 
riers are being burned to cut down migra- 
tion from the breeding grounds. Poisoned 
bait is being distributed by the office of 
Horticultural Commissioner at cost, accord-

Perhaps one of tha cheif reasons 
why pigeons have not attracted so much 
attention in recent years is because 80 
many have gone out of the business of rais- 
ing strictly fancy birds, and are centraliz- 
ing their efforts purely on the squab rais- 
ing business. In other words, the business 
has become a highly commercial one, with

the dollar as the chief incentive or goal. 
This losing sight of the show-room stand-

looked even from a squab-raising stand- 
point. The Redwing Ranch, Glendale, is 
one pigeon ranch, which is being conduct- 
ed as a squab and breeding plant, and 
whose stock is being kept up to standard 
even as a commercial flock. The owners, 
Mrs. Walter M. Ross, and Mrs. May E. My- 
ton, are very careful to see that their foun- 
dation stock is maintained at a uniform 
size and type.

class meat fowl. Too many, he says, have 
lost sight of the poultry industry from a 
table fowl standpoint, and it is highly grat- 
ifying to learn that many are now looking 
toward the poultry breeds that make an 
excellent carcass. With a growing demand 
for meat as well as eggs, the heavy breeds, 
in Mr. Martin’s estimation, are sure to make 
a strong come-back in Southern California 


healthy demand for baby chicks and hatch- 
ing eggs from his big poultry establish- 
ment. Although some complaints have 
registered by poultrymen this season re- 
garding sales of stock and eggs due to the 
foot-and-mouth quarantine which has pre- 
vailed in Southern California, Mr. Weaver 
says that he is not able to fill all orders 
that have come tb him, and reports that he 
is now behind on baby chick orders to the 
number of 2000 chicks. His most recent 
big order was for 800 chicks, which he de- 
livered to Jesse Null, Arcadia. Mr. Weav- 
er is an enthusiastic booster for poultry 
shows, and already has several hundred 
young Reds which he is growing out for 
next year's breeders, and from which he 
expects to select not a few for the coming 
fall and winter exhibits. Mr. Weaver's ex- 
perience is a good example of salesman- 
ship by means of the show room, followed 
up with good advertising a combination 
2 he says has been a paying one on his 
arm. 


In a recent study made by California 
Dairy Council, it was brought out that 
while the average American uses about 
sixteen pounds of butter per capita, Call 
fornians use between twenty-two and twen- 
ty-three pounds per capita. The reason for 
the higher consumption in California is at- 
tributed partly to the uniformly high qual- 
ity of California butter and also to the edu- 
cational work carried on in the State to 
impress people with the value of dairy 
products in the human diet. 


Shortage of feed for dairy cattle is now 
becoming quite serious in several sections 
of the State, according to Noel Negley, ex- 
tension specialist for the University of Cali- 
fornia. In some parts of the San Joaquin, 
says Mr. Negley, alfalfa is now selling at 
$16 to $18 per ton in the field, which is 
double the price received in this section 
last year. 


In spite of all the publicity given out dur- 
ing the foot-and-mouth epidemic in regard 
to the safety of meat and milk in the diet, 
these two popular foods have been eliminat- 
ed from the table in many households. This 
under-¢onsumption, together with the low- 
ering of production, owing to the loss of 
many producing herds, has undoubtedly had 
a tendency to hold the selling price at prac- 
tically the same level. With the resump- 
tion of normal consumption, when the dis- 
ease is fully eradicated, and with the re 
stocking of ranches where inféctions were 
found, it would seem that there will be no 
need for change in the retail prices of these 
products so far as the epidemic itself is 
actually concerned. 

Advanced Registry certificates have re 
cently. been issued for six pure-bred Ayr- 
hire cows, the combined age of which totals 
more than seventy-two years, or an average 
of more than twelve years each.

BUD DEVELOPMENT

ENTURA.—Anyone who has taken the 
V time to observe the rather peculiar 

behavior of young walnut trees plant- 
ed last winter and winter before last, will 
be struck by the apparent lack of vigor 
shown in bud development by many trees 
in the supposedly ideal walnut-growing 
@istricts. Frequently whole plantings will 
be in a very discouraging condition, oth- 
ers next them will be spotted while still 
others close by have come out in a nor 
mal manner. For this reason, a discus- 
sion of the practical end of handling this 
condition of poor bud development may be 
of value to those who are somewhat un- 
certain as to the best method to be fol- 
lowed. 

Probably the first thing to take up, from 
the grower’s standpoint, is what to do with 
the lower growths, or those coming out be 
low the point desired as the place for the 
lowest main framework limb, when the up- 
per part of the young tree has not started 
at all or shows a much delayed develop- 
ment. The recommendation by the local 
Agricultural Extensive Service is to leave 
them on for at least a year, but to be-sure 
to pinch the tip off now. 

This may seem a little unusual, particu- 
larly in the past, the best authorities rec- 
ommended just about the opposite practice. 


There are several fundamental reasons 
for this change, being that of considering 
the leaf as a manufacturing plant for the 
making of the basic food, grape 
sugar,without which there can be no growth. 

It follows therefore, that the more 
healthy. mature leaf surface there is on 
the young tree, the more plant food will 
be made for branch development, provided 

there is not a super-abundance of 
small, tender young leaves accompanying 
the older ones. We pinch the young ten- 
der terminal bud off about the time when 
a length growth has been made carrying a 
reasonable amount of large mature or rap 
idly maturing leaf surface. This generally 
happens before July 1 and usually by June 
15. Sometimes the pinching off of the end 
causes a few side buds to start out and

often these make an exceedingly raph 
growth. But in the majority of cases, this 
will not happen as the tipping off will act 
as a retardant to length growth in a way 
quite similar to that of nature’s method 
when maturing the same bud; the whole 


over and full of chlorophyll grains and 
gives that deep green color to the tree. 
When the leaf is of a good green color, 
then we know that it is working all during 
the daylight hours, making plant food for 
fruit, branch and root and root develop- 
ment. 

Therefore, the lower growth should be 
left on the young walnut tree although the 
sprouts coming from the root stock must 
de cut off clean along with all of the dor- 
mant or blind buds located in the swelling 
at the union. If it should happen that con- 
ditions are just right to cause other buds 
to develop and throw out some leaves, 
go over the grove and pinch these back in 
the same manner. This will throw extra 
plant food into the main framework 
branches which have not been touched by 
disbudding except in cases where they were 
getting rampant and taking a wild lead over 
the others. By making this extra amount 
of plant food, the young tree seems to be 
satisfied with the progress it has made,

Observations seem to 
point to this as a conclusive factor and 
growers are urged to try to get their trees 
in this condition as rapidly as possible. It 
may take two trips over the orchard which 
had not been planned on this year, but the

Service since early March in taking soil 
samples twice a month from the first and 
fourth foot levels in twelve different local 
citrus groves for the purpose of studying 

soil moisture conditions. The University 
of California Extension Specialist in Citri- 
culture and the Ventura County Farm Ad- 
viser have mapped out a project whereby 
the man employed by the Association gath- 
ers these samples at the head and at the 
foot of the irrigation rows in each orch- 


ard, and puts them into sealed glass jars. 


Each jar is labelled with data as to the 
time of collection, the orchard it was tak- 
en from, the last irrigating period, general 
moisture condition and something on the 
condition of the trees. The jars are then 
taken to the packing house and placed in 
boxes bearing the growers’ names for future 
study as to how moisture is being held or 
lost under different soil and cultural con- 
ditions. 

A field meeting was held recently to 
which a number of these specimen jars 
were taken for general observation. At the 
same time ditches were dug crossing the irri- 
gating furrows and finishing on the tree 
row itself. A large crowd was present to 
observe conditions and to study root de- 
velopment as shown when exposed by these 
trenches. Generally speaking, the great- 


est new root development was found where 


least expected, that is, on the drier tree 
row soil sections. In this area a large num- 
ber of new white tips on the roots were 
found, while where the water had been ap- 


plied not more recently than the middle 
of March, the roots were found in a dormant! 


condition on the average. According to 
the specialists, this would show that the 
roots need a somewhat drying condition as 
compared to those in the section where 
water had been applied for their expansion. 
A number of soil types were dug into and 


this seemed to be the general conclusion 
reached. 


REPORT EFFECT OF 
WEATHER ON CROPS 


Summarizing the influence of weather on 
crops.and outdoor ‘operations in California 
for the week ending June 3, the following 
report was recently issued by the San 
Francisco office of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture Weather Bureau: 

“Another rainless week, accompanied by 
unusually high temperatures, brought to a 
close one of the warmest and driest Mays 
that has been known in California. During 


the first half of the week, temperatures 
were above normal in all sctions of the

State, but particularly in the northern por- 
tion. The latter half of the week was some 
what cooler, especially along the coast, 
where there was cloudy or foggy weather 
in the mornings. The warm wave induced 
a number of forest, grass and brush fires, 
which did considerable damage. High 
winds made the fires difficult to control, and 

unirrigated vegetation and 
fruit trees. 


“Cutting of barley, wheat and oats for 
hay continued. Much more grain than 
usual has now been cut for hay, and many 
fields are being pastured. The warm, dry 
weather caused grain to ripen rapidly. 
Wheat was pinched in the Sacramento Val- 
ley; some grain was lodged on account of 
the strong northerly winds, and harvesting 
was delayed. Pastures and ranges de- 
teriorated further because of the heat and 


_ @rought, and they are now generally poor. 


Rice made excellent progress; most of this 
crop is now under permanent water. Culti- 
cating and irrigating of sugar beets were 
in progress and the crop ig good. Cotton 
was benefited by high temperatures in the 
San Joaquin Valley, but the nights were too 
cool for best results in the Imperial Valley. 

“Truck crops were fair to good. Ship- 


ping of lettuce, peas, potatoes, cantaloupes 


and other produce continued. Tomatoes, 
melons, sweet potatoes and hops did well 
on account of the warm weather. 

“Picaing of cherries, apricots, peaches, 
plums, strawberries and raspberries was in 
progress. The heat burned cherries in some 
places, and was detrimental to strawber- 
ries. The high winds knocked some pears 
and prunes from the trees and also broke

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CITRUS INDUSTRY IS 
RAPIDLY EXPANDING 


SAN FERNANDO.—The 848 car loads of 
citrus fruit shipped from the San Fernan- 
do orchards during the fiscal year recently 
ended distributed among local growers 
$995,193, according to packing house re 
ports. In addition, the labor bill of pick- 
ers and packers totaled $270,000, without 
taking into consideration the money ex- 
pended in the cultivation of the crop. About 
7000 acres are devoted to oranges and lem- 
ons in this vicinity and as almost one-half 
of the acreage is composed of young trees, 
it is apparent that in months to come the 
output of the six packing houses will be 
materially increased. 


Packers and growers are anticipating an 
increase of 50 per cent in the pack for this 
season. About 60 per cent of the pack com- 
prises lemons, chiefly the Eureka vari- 
ety. The oranges are of several sorts, al- 
though 60 per cent of the crop is Valencias 
and nearly all of the remainder, navels. 
The pack of Jaffas, sweets, bloods, St. Mich- 
aels and grapefruit is of negligible quanti- 
ty. The success of the citrus fruit indus- 
try here was assured when the first padres 
to arrive planted the orange and lemon 
seeds they brought from Spain and Mexico. 
Throughout the years the development of 
the industry was slow, through lack of 
water; but the Aqueduct solved the irri- 
gation problem and the expansion of the 
industry has been steady ever since. 


WALNUT FIELD MEETING 


SOMIS.—A well-attended field meeting 
on the spring training of young walnut 
trees was recently held on the W. E. Good- 
year ranch near here. The Walnut Spe- 
cialist of the University of California and 
the Farm Adviser conducted the meeting, 
confining their remarks and demonstrations 
entirely to this phase of the grove manage- 
ment.

HIS article is intended especially for 

the car owner who desires effective 

service and economy and wishes to 
do as much as possible of his own automo 
bile work. It should prove of particular 
value to farmers, who can not always be 
running to a battery service station. 


Much socalled expert advice has been 
served up to the  battery-using public. 


Some of it has been good, but there has 


also been much half-truth and even abso 
lute mis-information. Occasionally, though 
rarely, the operator's manuel customarily 
furnished with a new automobile will it- 
self mislead. Thig is no doubt due in part 


„to the relative newness of the electrically 


cranked automobile. Thus an occasional 
writer will specify treatment that would be 
good for a Plante type storage battery but 
not at all good for a Faure (pasted plate) 
type. Almost if not quite all automobile 
batteries now in use are Faure type. The 
points here given are based on the chem 
cal actions and reactions that take place 
in the ordinary storage cell when dis 
charging, being charged, or standing idle. 

1. Keep the battery scrupulously clean. 
A storage battery is exceedingly sensitive 
to dirt. It requires only a minute quantity 
of dust or impurity in the water used to 
replenish the cells to produce a sort of 
“foot-and-mouth disease“ known as local 
action, which will eat away at the plates 
and greatly 
metals are especially injurious, but it is 


never safe to let an impurity of any kind 
‘get in. Keep the tops of the cells clean and 


dry. Before removing the screw plugs 
for inspection see that all dirt is wiped 
away. If any acid has sputtered out, 
sponge it away with a neutralizing solu- 
tion of baking soda in water. Unless 
great care is used, attempting to wipe 
away the unneutralized acid usually re 
sults in spreading it over the connecting

In 
using the hydrometer, it is altogether un- 
necessary (in most cars) to take the rubber 
tip of the syringe tube out of the mouth of 
the cell.

In winter the battery has the odds heav- 
ily against it. Its work is much harder be- 
cause of stiff oil and cold gasoline, and in 
addition, the low temperature reduces its 
own ability to recover and to build up 
charge. Hence ra care is needed to use 
the battery as little as possible. Its work 
may be lightened by housing and blanket- 
ing the “tin horse” and by slowly pouring 
a quart of boiling water over the carbure- 


tor and intake manifold before attempting 
to start the engine on a cold morning. The 
charging rate of the generator may also be 
increased as explained in the next para- 
graph. | 


5. Don't constantly overcharge your bat- 
tery. Since no two cars, engines, storage 
batteries, or drivers are exactly alike, not 
even the manufacturers can tell just what 
the value of the charging current should 
be for the new car you have just bought. 
As a rule it is set plenty high. The maker 
or sales agent figures on a great many 
starts and stops in the first few weeks. 
Watching the behavior of the battery in 
a new car will pay a good dividend in 
longer service and freedom from trouble.

In the past, 
the county has depended on the insectary 
of the State Department of Agriculture, lo- 
cated first at Alhambra and later at Whit- 
tier, for the necessary colonies of ladybird 
beetles to combat this pest. When the 
State turned this work over to the Univer- 
sity last July, however, those in charge felt 
that the propagation and distribution of 
these established natural enemies of the 
mealybug was a local matter and that they 
could best devote their limited funds to
